THREE GUN 
ATTACKS 
ONE NIGHT

THREE armed raids involving pis¬ 
tols on Sunday night are being 
investigated by police. 

Southend detectives appealed for 
witnesses after two separate street 
attacks and a raid on a betting shop. 

The first incident was at 7.50pm 
in Albion Road when a 17-year-old 
boy was walking from Hamlet 
Court Road when a man 
approached him from behind, 
grabbed his shoulder, turned him 
around and threatened him with 
what appeared to be a pistol, 
demanding his phone. 

The suspect is described as more 
than 6ft tall, white and wearing a 
black hooded top with the sleeves 
pulled down covering his hands, 
one of which held the pistol. 

The victim, who lives locally, ran 
off and reported the incident to his 
parent. His stolen phone was a 
Samsung Galaxy Y. 

The second incident happened 
just before 8pm in Park Street, 
Southend, when a 17-year-old girl 
reported to the police station that a 
man had approached her with a gun 
and demanded her phone. 

He had grabbed her arm and 
struck her in the face before run¬ 


ning off with her Nokia phone. She 
went to hospital to be checked out 
and was ‘very shaken’. 

She describes the suspect as 
mixed race, and, from his voice, he 
sounded Asian. He was wearing all 
dark clothing including black jeans, 
a black leather jacket with the hood 
up, black bandana over his lower 
face. He was approximately 5ft 
9ins tall, and slim build. 

The third incident was at the 
Coral betting shop in Sutton Road 


just after 8pm when a man entered 
and walked up to the till pointing a 
black pistol at staff and demanding 
cash. They handed over a three-fig¬ 
ure sum of cash and coins. He fled, 
turning left towards the seafront. 

He was described as mixed race, 
25-30 years old, medium build, 5ft 
10 ins tall, wearing a black raincoat 
with a scarf over his lower face. 

Anyone in the area who saw these 
men or may have been followed on 
Sunday night should contact the 


Serious Crime team on 101 or give 
information anonymously via 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. 

Det Insp Paul Lopez, of Southend 
police, said: “These were very 
frightening experiences for all 
those involved and to strike a young 
girl is a very cowardly act. 

“We are determined to find those 
responsible and bring them to jus¬ 
tice. I appeal to the public to pro¬ 
vide any information that will help 
identify these men.”

Council ignores consultation findings 
and goes ahead with Deanes closure 


ESSEX County Council 
has rejected appeals that it 
should save the Deanes 
School. 

County officers have 
finalised a report which 
recommends the school's 
closure which will be rub¬ 
ber stamped by council¬ 
lors. It follows a six week 
consultation with pupils, 
parents, schools, teachers, 
borough and unitary coun¬ 
cils and community 
groups. 

Virtually all respondents 
- including Southend, 
Castle Point and Basildon 
councils - unanimously 


rejected the closure plan. 

The report recommends 
the proposals issued on 
September 9 to discontinue 
The Deanes School be 
approved without modifi¬ 
cation. 

It is also recommends 
that if The Deanes School 
campus transfers to the 
county council upon clo¬ 
sure it be retained for edu¬ 
cation use. 

The school's governing 
body is currently involved 
in a bid to secure academy 
status, independent of 
County Hall. 

Essex County Council is 


recommending that if the 
bid fails, is officers explore 
options with a range of 
local partners to secure the 
continued use of the sports 
centre as a community 
facility. 

The closure decision 
states that ‘independent 
research’ produced by a 
council commissioned 
consultant had clarified 
that pupil forecasts and 
housing impact method¬ 
ologies had concluded the 
school was not viable. 

The data has been consis¬ 
tently challenged by oppo¬ 
nents of the closure.

Cannabis man’s love 
life goes up in smoke 


CCTV bike theft suspect 



BRITISH Transport Police (BTP) need 
information after a bicycle was taken 
from Westcliff train station. 

Investigators have released CCTV of 
two men and a woman they want to 
speak to in connection with the incident. 

Officers followed leads to identify the 
three after the theft on September 3. 

PC Maria Wheele, investigating 
officer, said: “The victim, a 27-year-old 
man from Westcliff, left his bike locked 
at the station around 6.45am. 

“At about 2pm, two men and a woman 
approached the bike, before one of the 
men pulled the bike from the post it was 
attached to, breaking the lock, and left 
the station riding the bike.”

PC Wheele added: “BTP is cracking 
down on this type of crime. We are 
undertaking plain clothes and high 
profile operations across Essex to catch 
thieves in the act.

A MAN was dumped by his 
partner after he was caught 
growing cannabis in the fami¬ 
ly home, a court heard. 

Ian Mair, 36, of 
Southchurch Road, Southend, 
appeared at Basildon 
Magistrates Court last 
Thursday to admit one count 
of producing a controlled 
class B drug. He committed 
the offence while living in 
Pitsea last month. 

Prosecutor Sam Doyle told 
magistrates police had been 
called to a Basildon school on 
October 15 after Mr Mair’s 
daughter was caught with a 
box of herbal cannabis. 

Officers subsequently 
searched Mr Mair’s home in 
Little Searles, where they dis¬ 
covered four cannabis plants 

- each roughly one foot high 

- growing in a cupboard 
rigged with specialist lighting 
equipment. They also found 
half an ounce of cannabis in a 
pot and four bags of loose 
cannabis leaves, each 
described as ‘about the size of 
a bag of sugar’. 

A mitigating lawyer 
claimed Mr Mair smoked 
cannabis to alleviate ‘stress’ 
and had only begun growing 
it himself after falling into 
financial difficulties. 

A labouring firm where he

worked had closed down and 
Mr Mair’s new job was paying 
£160 less per week than his 
old salary, it was heard. 

The solicitor said: “He 
couldn’t justify to his part¬ 
ner the fact that he was hav¬ 
ing to buy it and, rather stu¬ 
pidly, he decided to have a 
go at growing it.” 

Mair admitted paying 
£150 for the pot of cannabis 
and growing the rest for per¬ 
sonal use. 

He told police he had built 
the cupboard while his fami¬ 
ly was out and put a lock on 
it so nobody else could find 
the plants. 

The discovery of the drugs 
in the family home led to the 
loss of Mr Mair’s relationship, 
the court heard. 

Mair’s lawyer added: “His 
partner was not impressed. 
She has said she has no wish 
to see him. He has lost his 
relationship. His children are 
not happy with him either.” 

Mr Mair was given a condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered 
to pay a £100 penalty. 

Magistrates gave him an 
additional £175 penalty for an 
old offence of watching tele¬ 
vision without a licence.

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Three years in jail for texting employer fake messages he and his family would be killed 

Security guard made up 
death threats to get work

A SECURITY guard has been 
jailed for sending fraudulent 
death threats to his Essex 
employer to get more work. 

Christopher Cooknell, 54, 
was jailed for three years at 
Basildon Crown Court on 
Tuesday after admitting charges 
of threats to kill and fraud. 

Cooknell sent anonymous 
text messages in December 
2012 to his employer, threaten¬ 
ing to kill him and his family. 

He had been employed as 
part of a private security team 
for the victim Daniel 
Holloway’s family estate in 
Brentwood. 

The team had been employed 
as a result of an aggravated 
burglary at the premises in 
June 2009. 

The messages immediately 
convinced the family to 
increase their security, which 
resulted in a promotion and 
pay rise for Cooknell. 

Detectives discovered the 
mobile phone used was linked 
to Cooknell. He was arrested, 
and tried initially to claim the 
threats were a ‘prank’. 

Police delved further and 
established that Cooknell was 
also responsible for an anony¬ 
mous letter sent to the family 
in August 2011. 

The letter implicated the gar¬ 
deners employed by the family 
as having carried out the 
aggravated burglary in 2009, 
and implied another burglary 
at gunpoint was being planned. 

A police spokesman said: 

“This was a complete fabrica¬ 
tion by Cooknell and not only 
did it increase his security 
hours, it resulted in the inno¬ 
cent gardeners being arrested 
and investigated by police.” Cooknell eventu¬ 
ally admitted his part in sending the letter 
which he had hoped would result in the gar¬ 
deners being sacked. No evidence was found 
linking the gardeners to the burglary and they 
were released from their bail and no further 
action was taken. 

Senior investigating officer, DCI Lucy 
Robinson said: “Christopher Cooknell is a dan¬ 
gerous man in that he fails to fully comprehend 
the implications of his actions. 

“He has caused a great deal of suffering to the 
victim and his family by sending distressing text 
messages and his actions have also resulted in 
two innocent men being arrested for no reason. 

“His motivation appears to be entirely for self¬ 
ish financial gain and I have no doubt that had 
his text messages been allowed to continue he 
would have become increasingly greedy and 
sought to demand money from Mr Holloway.” 

She added: “Thankfully it never came to this, 
but I hope his sentence today reflects the seri¬ 
ousness of his actions.” 

Cooknell - who gave his address as Wootton 
Bridge, Ryde, Isle of Wight - had admitted the 
offences at court on October 3. 

He was jailed for two years by judge David 
Owen-Jones for threats to kill to run consecu¬ 
tively with a year for fraud.

Local food 
production 
is key 

PRESIDENT Franklin D 
Roosevelt said more than 70 
years ago, when promoting the 
first measures in the world to 
protect soil, that the nation that 
destroys its soil destroys itself. 
He understood the value of soil 
and the importance to 
economies and societies of 
protecting it. 

Given that government (at all 
levels) has decided not to tack¬ 
le climate change quickly 
enough we can now be certain 
that our agricultural production 
is going to suffer significant 
damage over coming years. 

Added to this is compelling 
evidence of a natural variation 
in solar output that is likely to 
suppress UK food production 
still further. 

It is now absolutely vital that 
local government turns its 
attention to what it can do to 
protect what little agricultural 
land we have in the south east 
and how local authorities can 
build in resilience to the 
inevitable disruptions we can 
expect to the food supply. 

If what we think might hap¬ 
pen by the year 2025 does hap¬ 
pen, then nothing but the food 
supply will matter to all our 
elected councillors and their 
constituents. If our local 
authorities respond now we 
have a chance to avert calamity 
later. 


We need a holistic policy to 
soil, locally and nationally. 

We need a new policy on 
sustainable food systems, as I 
highlighted in my recent repre¬ 
sentation to Rochford 
Council's development man¬ 
agement submission document. 
Has this been completely 
ignored? Most probably! 

Paragraph 112 of the national 
planning policy framework 
refers to the best and most ver¬ 
satile agricultural land (grades 
1, 2 and 3 A), paragraphs 76 to 
78 refers to local green space 
designation and paragraph 70 
refers to supporting established 
shops developing and mod¬ 
ernising in a sustainable way 
for the benefit of the commu¬ 
nity. Paragraph 25 of “space 
for food growing” (Department 
for communities and local gov¬ 
ernment, August 2012) sug¬ 
gests that local green space 
designation could be used to 
protect local food growing 
areas. 

The climate change act 2008 
sets a legally binding target of 
at least an 80 per cent cut in 
greenhouse gas emissions by 
2050 and a reduction in emis¬ 
sions of at least 34 per cent by 
2020 (against a 1990 baseline). 
Supporting sustainable food 
systems is an essential element 
of sustainable development. In 
many cases, the best use for 
open spaces to meet the needs 
of people in the south east is to 
grow food on those spaces. 

This is especially true of high- 
quality agricultural land, or 
land that has been under com¬ 
munity cultivation for long 


periods of time (eg allotments). 

Likewise, one effect of cli¬ 
mate change that can already 
be seen is the impact on price 
and availability of imported 
food and on UK crop yields. 
The best way to mitigate 
against this effect is to protect 
and promote local food pro¬ 
duction and to work for a 
diverse, resilient local food 
system. Development that 
involves the loss of best and 
most versatile agricultural land 
or other food growing space 
must not be permitted.

Gravity is out of this world 


Gravity (12A, 91 mins) 


A S misfortune stacks upon 
tragedy in Alfonso Cuaron's 
deep space survival thriller, 
the film's stricken heroine greets her 
seemingly inevitable demise with a 
moment of deadpan humour. 

“I hate space,” she sighs, 
resigned to her terrifying fate. 

We hate it too by the heart-break¬ 
ing conclusion of Gravity, which puts 
its lead character through the physi¬ 
cal and emotional wringer as she 
drifts through that inky void, which 
will become her tomb. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his son 
Jonas, the film is lean and runs to a 
sprightly 91 minutes, most of which 
will be spent marvelling at the virtu¬ 
osity of the camerawork, editing and 
spectacular visual effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may have 
pushed the boundaries of 3D but 
Gravity propels the format into 
another universe. It is a film that 
demands to be seen on the largest 
possible screen, preferably I MAX 
3D, which gives the impression of 
floating with the astronauts as they 
face life-or-death choices. 

Cuaron opens in silence with the 
striking orb of planet earth slowly 
rotating like a sleeping giant. 
Gradually, the Space Shuttle 


Explorer comes into view, docked 
close to the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

Commander Matt Kowalski 
(George Clooney), a veteran of the 
space program on his final mission, 
provides encouragement to fellow 
astronaut Shariff (Phaldut Sharma) 
and specialist Dr Ryan Stone 
(Sandra Bullock), who is in space for 
the first time. 

“Houston, I have a bad feeling 
about this mission,” jokes Kowalski 
as he yammers with Mission Control 
(voiced by Ed Harris), keeping the 
mood light as the three-strong team 
completes its delicate and precise 
work. 

Out of the blue, Mission Control 
orders Kowalski to abort the mission 
and return to Explorer: a Russian 
missile strike on a defunct satellite 
has created a debris cloud that is 
heading straight towards the crew's 
current position. 

As Steven Price's orchestral score 
reaches a deafening crescendo, 
razor-sharp debris rips apart 
Explorer, killing Shariff and hurtling 
Stone through space. 

Kowalski attempts to keep her 
calm over the radio. 

“What's your favourite thing about 
being up here?” he asks soothingly. 

“The silence,” she replies, “I could 


get used to it.” 

If Kowalski cannot locate Stone 
before her dwindling oxygen supply 
runs out then that silence will con¬ 
sume her. 

Gravity employs the latest 
ground-breaking technology to 
realise Cuaron's startling vision of 
one woman battling against the 
odds in the one place that no one 
can hear her whimper and scream. 

The complexity of the Mexican 
director's vision, and the effortless¬ 
ness with which he realises it, are 
jaw-dropping. All of the oxygen 
seems to be sucked out of the cine¬ 
ma in those disconcertingly calm 
opening minutes but once hell 
breaks loose, we're gasping for air 
with Stone as the visual effects 
team throws everything at her and 
the screen. 

Oscar winner Bullock delivers a 
compelling lead performance that 
might be her finest work to date, 
struggling to keep her emotions in 
check as she prepares to take her 
final breath and be reunited with her 
dead daughter. 

The running time is perfect - any 
longer and we would be biting nails 
down to the bone let alone the cuti¬ 
cle.

How to Survive a Plague (Certificate 
TBC, 120 mins) 


During the 1980s and 1990s, Aids 
was seen as a death sentence. A 
lack of understanding about the 
virus cultivated widespread prejudice 
and fear, fuelled by alarmist head¬ 
lines. 

During this time of great uncertain¬ 
ty and emotional outpouring, a 
group of young people, many of 
them HIV-positive men, infiltrated the 
pharmaceutical industry and identi¬ 
fied promising new drugs in the bat¬ 
tle against Aids. 

Faced with their own mortality, 
these activists pushed forward 
experimental trials, determined to 
make the virus a manageable condi¬ 
tion. 

Documentary filmmaker David 
France celebrates these unsung 
heroes in this fascinating film, which 
combines never-before-seen archival 
footage of the era with present-day 
interviews to sketch the extraordi¬ 
nary triumphs and heartbreaking fail¬ 
ures of young people, who risked

Love Tomorrow (PG, 77 mins) 


Written & directed by Christopher 
Payne, Love Tomorrow won Best 
UK Feature at the 2012 Raindance 
Film Festival and was also nominat¬ 
ed at last year's coveted British 
Independent Film Awards. 

Former ballerina Eva (Cindy 
Jourdain) lives with her fiance 
Dominic (Max Brown) in present day 
London. 

Her life is turned upside down after 
she receives devastating news about 
Dominic and Eva wanders around 
the capital, weighed down by 
anguish. 

At this low ebb, she crosses paths 
with a charismatic Cuban dancer 
called Oriel (Arionel Vargas), who 
ignores Eva's engagement ring and 
suggests she might like to spend 
time with him to momentarily salve 
her heartbreak. 

During the intense encounter that 
follows, the two strangers inspire 


each other to face serious dilemmas 
and find faint glimmers of hope in 
the darkness of their suffering. 

Seduced and Abandoned (15,98 mins) 


Originally made for US cable channel 
HBO, Seduced And Abandoned is a 
revealing insight into the film industry, 
shot over 10 days in May 2012 as 
director James Toback and actor 
Alec Baldwin descended on the 
Cannes Film Festival to secure fund¬ 
ing for an erotically charged drama 
set in the Middle East and inspired 
by Bernardo Bertolucci's Last Tango 
In Paris. 

As Toback and Baldwin pitch their 
idea to studio executives, producers, 
sales agents and billionaires, they 
also take a trip down memory lane, 
recalling favourite anecdotes from 
their years in a business which val¬ 
ues profit ahead of artistic invention.

Garden of the south 


I WAS slightly sceptical when told 
that if I headed over to the gaze¬ 
bo at Emmetts Garden, there I 
would find a tree that smelt like 
burnt toffee. 

While some trees do have dis¬ 
tinctive smells like the pine tree, I 
did think the man at the visitors 
centre may have been pulling my 
leg. Undeterred though, I made my 
way to the gazebo beside the 
south garden and as I rounded the 
corner there was, quite definitely, 
the smell of burnt toffee on the 
breeze. 

A couple who obviously had 
much more gardening knowledge 
than myself pointed out the tree 
that was producing the scent - the 
Katsura - which produces the 
smell in the autumn when its 
leaves turn yellow and produce a 
compound called maltol. 

Eventually leaving the tree and its 
scent, which reminded me very 
much of a toffee apple stall, I con¬ 
tinued to explore Emmetts Garden 
even further. 

The garden, situated on one of 
the highest points in Kent with 
breathtaking views across the 
Weald, is spread out over an area 
of around six acres and has a rock 
garden, rose garden, a meadow, a 
tulip and cherry tree garden, 


woodlands, and a south garden 
which is home to Emmett's most 
special plant and tree species. 

The Edwardian garden, which 
was laid out in the late 19th centu¬ 
ry, contains many exotic and rare 
trees and shrubs from across the 
world. While it's a gardeners 
dream now, years ago the area 
was just farmland, right up until 
1860 when the present house was 
built. 

Frederick Lubbock, a banker and 
passionate plantsman, bought the 
house and land in 1890 and he 
began laying out the gardens three 
years later under the influence of 
his friend, William Robinson, in the 
fashionable Edwardian style popu¬ 
larised by Gertrude Jekyll, an influ¬ 
ential British horticulturist, garden 
designer, artist and writer. They 
took two years to lay and the 
shrub garden was added between 
1900 and 1908. 

The name Emmetts is actually a 
local word for ant and refers to the 
giant anthills that covered the area 
until the 1950's. As Frederick's 
brother, John Lubbock, 1st Baron 


Avebury, was a world expert on 
ants, it is thought this influenced 
Frederick's decision to buy the 
property. 

Today its rock garden is home to 
a variety of azaleas, alpines and 
English hardy species, as well as a 
lily pond and winding paths, and 
its rose garden is home to a num¬ 
ber of species including the newly 
introduced Octavia Hill rose, which 
is named after the National Trust 
founder and created for the 
owner's wife, Catherine Lubbock. 

Alongside its gardens, Emmetts 
also has a tea room housed in an 
old stable, where you will find 
freshly baked cakes, delicious 
sandwiches and home made 
soup, a great souvenir shop and a 
Discovery Cabin. Inside the cabin 
you can find children's trails, activi¬ 
ties and traditional games, while 
outside there are two deckchairs 
where you can relax and listen to 
the history of the gardens. 

While the smell of the burnt tof¬ 
fee tree may be one of the high¬ 
lights of the gardens in the 
autumn, whatever time of year you 


visit there is something different to 
see. After exploding with flowers in 
the spring, its meadow becomes a 
riot of colour in the summer thanks 
to its wildflowers, making it a great 
place for a picnic, while its wood¬ 


land offers everything from blue¬ 
bells in the spring to vibrant 
colours in the autumn.

Hurst was next to try his luck, 
blazing over after Straker and Corr 
had presented him with the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Calvin Andrews saw his effort 
beat Daniel Bentley but fly just 
wide for the visitors, but Southend 
were clearly keen to banish memo¬ 
ries of last week’s disappointing 
display at Newport. Timlin’s sting¬ 
ing strike was fumbled by Marriott, 
but the keeper recovered in the nick 
of time as Hurst was set to pounce. 

Southend were largely dominant, 
and a goal finally arrived in the 
23rd minute. Anthony Straker was 
on hand to steer home Hurst’s cross 
after Barry Corr had done the don¬ 
key work in keeping the ball alive. 
Soon Mansfield’s troubles deep¬ 
ened when debutant James Alabi 
received a straight red card from 
whistler Darren Drysdale after an 
appalling challenge on Luke Pross¬ 
er. 

Blues continued to press. Mar¬ 


riott acrobatically clawed out 
Straker’s chip, but soon referee 
Drysdale was centre of attention 
again, this time dismissing 
Southend’s Connor Clifford for a 
two-footed challenge on Andrews. 

Nevertheless, despite the visitors 
finding themselves numerically 
even, just before the break 
Southend doubled their lead in 
somewhat bizarre circumstances. 
Ryan Leonard’s deep cross was 
deflected by Staggs skipper Jamie 
McGuire and was collected com¬ 
fortably by Marriott, only for a 
hawk eyed flagsman to signal that 
the Town custodian was standing 
behind his goal line. 

The second period was slightly 
less eventful. Coker saw his curling 
free kick brilliantly saved by Mar¬ 
riott, then the pair continued their 
duel, this time the keeper thwarting 
him after a surge down the left 
flank. 

Mansfield came more into the 
game. Matt Rhead headed wide 
from Lee Beevers cross, while 
Bentley parried away a fierce drive 
from Sam Clucas. Town continued 


to look for a foothold in the game. 
The energetic Clucas saw Bentley 
save another decent strike and sent 
another effort narrowly wide with 
the Shrimpers keeper fully extend¬ 
ed. 

In the closing minutes, the home 
crowd gave a rousing reception to 
the returning Laird. In fact, he 
almost gave the majority of the 
4,824 in side Roots Hall something 
to celebrate, as Leonard’s deep cen¬ 
tre just eluded both him and Corr. 

Mansfield’s woeful night was 
completed firstly when Beevers 
was given his marching orders for a 
clumsy challenge on Atkinson, 
then Hurst put the icing on the cake 
when his venomous drive was 
defected past a bamboozled Mar¬ 
riott to make it 3-0. 

This victory moved Southend 
into 8th place in Sky Bet League 
Two ahead of Saturday’s fixtures, 
they will need to show this kind of 
form if they want to be considered 
serious promotion contender. Next 
week, sees the Shrimpers travel to 
Morecambe in the first round of 
the FA Cup.

Edwards pulled out 
the home teams, while Takeley’s Steve Cas¬ 
tle was responsible for the away teams.
